REVOLUTIONARY REMINI8CENCE, 
{From the Gloucester (Mss*) Telegraph.] 

Among the vessel* which were‘built by tbe 
State of Massachusetts during the war of the 
Revolution, ws* tbe aloop Winthrop. She 
was built in the then District of Maine, and for 
the express purpose of protecting our Coast. 
Ing T ride, which hsd suffered much by the 
capture* Ac. of the enemy—ah^ mounted 
thirteen guns, and was commanded by Cap, 
tain George Little, of Mansfield, who hsd been 
the first Lidut. of the staff ship Protector, John 
Foster Williams, Esq. commander, and who, 
n our quasi war with France in 1798, com¬ 
manded tbe frigate Boston, Hit firat Lieut, 
in the Winthrop was Edward Preble, of 
Portland, who also b«d been an officer on 
board the Protector, and who was afterward* 
Commodore Preble. The Winthrop was* very 
fortunate vessel, and more than answered the 
expectations of those who built ber—she pro¬ 
tected lbe Coasting Trade, made many prizes, 
and covered hevself with glory. 

Soon after sailing on her firat cruise, she fell 
in with two ships which made a formidable ap¬ 
pearance, but boldly running down upon them, 
•he captured them both, They proved lobe 
two stout Hrltiah Letters of Marque, ami she 
immediately returned with them to Boston. 
She made a number of prises afterward* and 
recaptured some American vessels. In one of 
her cruises, she recaptured a sloop belonging 
to the late Willistp Gray, Esq. which had been 
taken by th# British brig Merisra, of equal or 
superior force fo the Winthrop, and. with s 
prise master qod crew on board, was order¬ 
ed for Penobscot, to which place the Merjam 
horse if had gope. Captain Little Immediately 
resolved upon tbe daring plan of culling her
